London, Fob. 15.—Threats of revo­ 
lution and civil war in Ireland are 
(being utilized by political enemies of 
Premier Lloyd George in efforts to 
overthrow the coalition government. 
The British cab.net 
is cooperating 
with the Irish provisional

ment at Dublin to restore tranquility 
along the Ulster border and prevent 
further outbreaks. 
‘‘I have every reason to believe that 
the evacuation ©f British troops from 
Inland will be resumed 
and

speedily be completed,” said Michael 
Collins, minister of finance

Dublin government, sifter an inter­ 
view with Colonial Secretary Win­ 
ston Churchill at noon.

Mexico City, Feb. 15J—Governor J. 
B. A. Robertson, of Oklahoma, who 
headed a pilgrimage of 35 Oklahoma 
business men into Mexico, said, today, 
he strongly favored recognition of 
the Obregon government

“If the people of the United States 
knew Mexican conditions better they 
would be 
partial 
to 
recognition/’ 
said Governor Robertson. “The 
sole 
proviso of the American government 
should be that it is satisfied with 
the stability of the Mexican govern­ 
ment. There is an astounding amount 
of ignorance among Americans over 
conditions in Mexico. This trip has no 
political significance. We are merely 
trying to bring business relations of 
the two countries closer together.’’

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BRITAIN TO AID IN ULSTER DEFENSE. 


Announcement was made in the House of Commons that 
Prime Minister Lloyd George had notified Michael Collins, head 
of the Irish provisional Government that the kidnaping in Ire­ 
land showed the necessity of the presence of British in Ulster. 
It was also announced that the Northern Irish Parliament 
had been assured that the number of British troops would be 
increased to any extent necessary for the protection of the in­ 
habitants. 
Winston Spencer Churchhill, the Colonial Secretary, said 
that Prime Minister Lloyd George, in replying to the provisional 
Government’s assurances that the safety and return of the cap­ 
tives would be secured, had sent a telegram to Michael Collins, 
reading: 
“You must bear in mind that there have been serious raids 
from Southern Ireland across the border into Northern Ireland 
during the last few days which your Government was unable to 
prevent. In the course of this, prominent inhabitants of the North 
were kidnaped and forcibly removed to the area 
under 
your 
jurisdiction. 
In these circumstances the Northern Government 
is not merely entitled, but in duty bound to take every step to 
prevent the repetition of such outrages. 
I 
“It is the ultimate duty of the civil authority, by established 
rule, the military should only act when the resources of the civil 
powers are not equal to the task. We have no information as to 
the action of the Northern Government, but in so far as it is 
purely defensive and protective, you must see that recent events 
justify -such measures. It is just as much the duty of the North­ 
ern Government to prevent raids into the South as of the South­ 
ern Government to prevents raids into the North. 
“With regard to your remark about our troops in Northern 
Ireland, the necessity of their presence was clearly shown by 
the events, and the Northern Parliament has been assured that 
tney will be increased to any extent necessary for the lawful 
protection of every person and every class and creed in the area 
of /the Northern Government.” 
/ 
Mr. Churchill again stressed the difficulties of the Southern 
Government owing to lack of any legal authority, and also the 
belief of the Imperial Government in the Provisional Government’s 
good faith. The Imperial Government’s position was that there 
had been a rebellion which was terminated by the treaty, and 
that it was necessary as soon as possible to draw a line between 
events of the past and events of the future.

ZEPPELIN LINERS TO CROSS ATLANTIC. 


For the first time since the project was launched, 
the so­ 
called Spanish dirigible line to South America is considered seri­ 
ously in French air circles. 
It appears that a group of Spanish 
financiers, co-operating with the Zeppelin Company, has now sur­ 
mounted the monetary as well as the political difficulties— the 
latter were occasioned by the terms of the Versailles Treaty— 
for the creation in the near future of the desired communications. 
Th operating expense of the air line is estimated at 44,000,000 
francs, while the construction of the Zeppelins will co t 30,000,000 
francs. It is estimated that each voyage between Spain and South 
America will cost, at the present rate of exchange, 420,000 francs, 
but it is also expected to realize 300,000 francs by carrying sixty 
passengers at 5500 francs each plus ('.OO,OOO francs for the mails 
transported. The latter estimate is based on 300,000 letters at 
two francs each. 
The opinion in commercial air circles is that the*e figures are 
utopian and that the capital invested will not be returned within 
three years as expected. 
It is now planned that 
these 
rigid 
dirigibles, to connect Spain with South America, will start from 
Seville leaving the coast at Cadiz and flying over Los Palmos—> 
Canary Islands—thence, following the open sea to Pernambuco, 
Brazil, and continuing on to Buenos Aires. The total distance is 
7000 miles, a great part of which is overseas between tho Canary 
Islands and Pernambuco— 3000 miles.
